SUGGESTED LIST. OF 
“LUXURIES.” 


Peking, Nov. 6.--A list of what 
the Chinese consider luxuries was 
presented at Friday's session of the 
second committee by Admiral Twai 
Ting-kun, chief’ inspector of mari- 
time customs, in an attempt-to dif- 
ferentiate between taxes on neces- 
garies and luxuries. 

The list includes sugar, fish. um- 
brellas, arms, and ammunition. It 
follows:

1910 she lived in retirement-for 
some time; but later resumed her 
public appearances. Manifesting 
a keen personal interest in charit- 
able and philanthropic work, she is 
President of the London Hospital 
and has numerous nursing .institu- 
tions and hospitals named after her 
in various parts of. the country. 
Of late years she has lived mostly 
at Sandringham, and has been but 
little seen in public since 1923, the 
most important of her last ap- 
pearances being at the wedding of 
Princess Mary. Despite her ad-

MURDER CHARGE. 


TRIAL OF CUINESE, PAINTER. 


‘The hearinir, of ‘the tutder 
eharge againa(.a Chinese painter, 
named Cheuny Hi, was continued 
before the Chief Justice, Sir Henry 
Gollan, at the Criminal Sessions 
this morning. i - : 

A witness named Man Po, un- 
der cross cxamination..by Mr. 
Somerset .Fitzroy, who appeared 
for the defence, said: the time of 
‘the alleged stibbing seene would 
be about 7 o'clock. It was still 
light but there were no lamps it 
the spot. 
that he did not see, any other 
people, except the prisoner and 
Ah Wo. Witnoss ran baek to the 
shop. He then went to a house 
at- East Point, and declared that he 
a | 


Witness was quite sure 


heard the prisoner say there. 
stabbed an old man. That is 
why I am here.” Witness was sure 
he did not say “An old man had 
been stabbed.” : 

Chan Kau, the “blind man,” 
snid on September 18th, he was 
walking past astreet in Tai Kok 
‘Tsui, when the prisoner came up 
to him and said he had lost a 
scraper. He looked in a bask t 
that, witness was. earrying and 
searched him, gut found nothias. 
Witness sold hé had not seen the 


scraper and deitied thet’ he: gave 
it to Ah Wo, 

Pun--Sui Hing,’ an employee at 
the shop at Shumshuipo, said 
that on September 20th, he saw 
Man Po and the prisoner at East 
Point: Witness asked the 
prisoner why he had. come there 
and he replied “I stabbed .an old 
man, and J ran down. to this 
place.” He also heard the pri- 
eoner say that he picked up the 
knife, that he stabbed him with, 
in the street. Man Po was not 
present. 

Cross examined by Mr. Fitzroy, 
witness said Man Po was in the 
kitchen and conld not have heard 
what the prisoner said. Witness 
was sure that the prisoner said 
he had stabbed an old man, and 
net an old man had been stabbed. 

The master of the painting shop 
said that on September 20th, Man. 
Po reported to ‘him that he pad 
lost a seraper, and witness told 
him not to bother about it. 

The wife of the previous witness 
said she saw a wounded man 
come into the shop, and another 
employee said he saw the same 
man, who said his name was Ah 
Wo. : 

Medical evidence was given to 
the effect that on September 20th 
an old man was admitted to the 
Government Civil Hospital with a 
wound in the right lower abdomen. 
The track of. the.wound seemed 
to be upwards, It fvas necessary 
to perform .an operation, but 
hemorrhage sct in,’and ‘the man 
died. The wound would have been 
caused by a sharp pointed instru- 
ment. The ‘cause of.death was 
acute peritonitis as the result of 
an.abdominal wound caused by a 
sharp instrument. 

Replying to Mr. Somerset Fitz- 
roy, witness said the wound could 
have been caused by 2 quick back: 
handed blow, but did not think 
it probable that it could have been 
caused by the deceased having 
stumbled while holding a knife. 
Police evidence was given of 
Ah Wo: visiting tho police station, 
nnd ‘dlothes were produced which 
were worn’ by the: deceased man, 
in which .there were holes’ that 
would'corfeapond with the wound 
from which the man died. 

Th case is proceeding.

The Summing Up. ; 


The Coroner summed-up at length 
pointing out the duty of a jury who 
before finding a verdict of mans- 
laughter against any ‘person would 
have to satisfy themselves that 
there. was gross negligerice on the 
part of such person, “that was 
to say it had to be more thnn care- 
lesaness. It hud to be that such 
person had absolutely disregarded 
the safety of the public. It was 
possible should no charge of mans, 
slaughter be brought in, for the jury 
to censure any party concerned. 
Beyond their duty of returning their 
verdict it was within their powers 
to add riders dealing with any 
point. 2 

Dealing with the evidence,, the 
Coroner said that there seemed 19 
be no ‘doubt ‘about what happened. 
The evidence of the accident was. 
perfectly unanimous. 
tion of the jury was drawn to the 
perfectly frank manner. in which 
Mr, Burrett gave his testimony. 
They would be assisted in deciding 
whether “Mr. Barrett's action 
amounted to gross negligence, by 
the evidence of Sergeant Hallam 
who said that he would not hesitate 
to overtake o,vehicle provided he 
had a clearance of 80 yards be- 
tween it and the oncoming cdr. 

With rezard to the driver of the 
bus, it would have been entirely 
impossible to have avolded the 
accident after the hub was struck.

And Time has vin- 
dicated the dreamers of all time, 
for {t is now a matter of common 
knowledge in all ‘schools of 
psychological thought that the 
period of sleep is a time of intense 
mental jictivity, in which concepts 
are arranged and re-arranged, 
ideas and impressions ure assimi- 
lated and co-ordinated, new pro- 
blems are worked out, old ones 
Jnid back in the deep dungeons of 
consciousness for further refer- 
ence. 7 

‘Such of the. activities of the 
mind ns we remember we cyl 
dreams, and these so-called dreams 
are just as much @ part of our 
existence as are the thinking ac- 
tivities of our waking life. They 
show us what is going on in the 
déeper strata of dur being, of the 
direction in which, wé are trend- 
‘ing, and what we are soon'to be. 
Dreams are in‘no sense the sport 
of the brain, are not so much sen- 
foam, but the well-ordered, consis- 
tent activities of the sub-con- 
scious mind functioning ‘without 


‘the domination of the conscious 
self. " 

Many thoughtful people when 
they lie down to sleep at night do 
so.with-a dense of awe and. re- 
verence. They have something 
of the feeling that had Carlyle, 
who said, “Sleep is so like death 
that [ dare not trust her without 
my prayers.” For, indeed, save 
death, sleep is our greatest mys- 
tery. No one gazing upon the 
face ‘of the sleepr can fail to ob- 
serve that something is gone, ” It 
is as if the tenant had left the 
house and drawn: the shutters 
down; and that Is just what has 
happened, The tenant has tem- 
porarily taken a leave of absence, 
while the millions of workers in 
the body repair the house, clean 
the windows and. get it ready for 
a new day of occupation, 


ALWAYS DREAMING. 


It is now well established that! 
some part of the mind never ceases 
to work; that we-all dream—and 
dream all the time. It does not 
matter whether we remember or 
not; the activity is incessant. The 
memorieg we may havé may be dis- 
torted and grotesque, the impres- 
sions may be silly and ridiculous, 
but the distortion that goes on is 
due to changes that operate while 
the content of the mental activity 
is.emerging into the conscious 
areca. Dreaming is one of the 
means hy which we aerate and ven- 
tilate’the deeps of our nature. It 
js the means by which great hid- 
den dynamic urges and desires, 
repressed instincts and powerful 
primitive impulses ‘are allowed to 
vaporize and exhnust: themselves 
in-the open air. If it were not 
for this period of repose in which 
the conscious mind for the mo- 
ment relaxes its hold upon our in- 
stinctive and primitive selves, we 
would become abnormal and pro- 
bably lose our mihds altogether. - 

As has been said, the work 
which is done at night by the aver-

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ago individual far.excecds in im- 
portance anything he can do -in 
the day-timc. The day-time is the 
period of outgo; the night-time is 
that of income. It is then that 
we reap as’.we have sown. No 
individual whose consciousness is 
not obscured by projudice can fail 
to observe that if he goes to sleep 
in.n proper frame of mind he will 
awaken on the morrow a better and 
stronger man. The law of life is 
progress. All our activities tend 
to be better to-morrow than they 
are to-day. Everything that hap- 
pens during sleep tends normally 
toa higher conception of’ life. If 
anyone goes to sleep at night with 
a problem in mind and has the 
right attitude toward himself at 
the moment he falls asleep, his’ 
problem will be solved in the morn- 
ing. There is no doubt about this 
proposition, ,-although it may be 
freely denied. 

There is one thing, however, that 
is essential in this operation, and 


that is the right attitude of mind’ 


as we pass over the border line 
the land of sleep. It is the key 
to the activities during sleep. Thé 
last thought held appears to be a 
sort of guiding star to the activi- 
ties of the unconscious mind. In 
some obscure way the unconscious 
mind accepts these last thoughts, 
and they vitalize its activities dur- 
ing the night. This is one rea- 
son why the formula of Coue, who 
tells ux to say, “Day by day, in 
every way, I get better ambBetter,” 
is so effective. It clears the whole 
content of the great reservoir of 
the hidden consciousness at night 
and turns all the mental activity 
in the direction of progress. 
TRAGEDY or DESPONDENCY. 
The human body is a great 
dynamo which exhausts ‘itself dur- 
ing the aetivities of the day and 
needs to be. recharged and revi- 
talized during the period ‘of sleep 
All the cells that make up.the body 
have lost their positive charac- 


ee 
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{teristics and tend to become nega- 
tive. They must become positive 
again and-this ‘can only bé done 
through tho; proper ‘activities of 
the unconsqlous mind. If we sink 
into slumber’ with. the thought of 
weakness and inharmony, the un- 
conscious mind, powerfully in. 
fluenced by fiiis negative attitude 
ig unable to recharge the dynamo 
in the normal-way» This js really 
the great tragedy of despondency, 
People who have become depresseg 
and despondent-over the difficulties 
of life become especially so as 
their forces Wane’ at night-time. 
All of the fears and unreasoning 

reada settle down upon them and 
tirn the unconscious mind away 
from its true restorative impulses, 
and they waken in the morning 
with less than they had before. 

‘We should always keep in mind 
the sacred offfce of sleep, and its 
sovereign inflyance upon life. Not 
only does it’ bting the,sweet ob- 
livion that hpals the. ravages of 
care, gives repose and respite from 
the stern exactions of existence; 
not only does it bring renewed life 
and positivity to the human bat- 
tery—but it jrelieves. emotional 
stress and tension, clarifies and 
arranges the mental content, res- 
tores high courage and clear-eyed 
hope. promotes spiritual percep- 
tion. ‘and the sense of earthiy 
values. : .
